Ihc  two  sets  ul 
opinion  On  the  Madom  of'thla  mcaa- 
ire.  always  sp  sharply  dividcdlf  ar' 
once  more  at  grips,  and  it  IS  doubt 
hil  if  '.here  will  be  any  peace  until 
i)ic  people  a  whole  again  giv^ 
ai  rintiliaii.  dr.  i*ioii  It  is  regrcl- 
laldc  tliat  the  iiiatlcr  ^^i^s  not  re- 
^aettlcd  at  th«  last  municipal  elec- 
tion. This  is  not  the  first  imir  that 
a  wavfrjag  policy  on  the  question 
of  dayHlbt  aaving  haa  caused  confu- 
sion in  the  public  mind.  It  is  bad 
for  business  that  there  should  be 
such  confusion.  Whatever  objection 
there  is  to  Summer  time  should  have 
been  voiced  long  ago  so  that  the  city 
may  know  where  it  stands. 

A  vftdlUUng  policy  on  the  subject 
can  best  hr  dissipated  by  a  plebis- 
cite. On  the  last  occasion  of  such  a 
vote  the  people  gave  a  nsajority  of 
two  to  one  in  favor  of  Summer  time 
going  itito  effect.  It  is  for  them  to 
consider  now  if  the  advantages  that 
have  adefUcd  from  a  health  stand- 
point nre  outweighed  by  the  condi- 
tions imposed  on  business  enterprise 
during  the  Sunimer  months.  It  ap- 
pears to  be  a  matter  upon  which  our 
busincsa  organizations  and  commun- 
ity clubs  shouM  express  an  opinion. 
As  for  the  City  Council,  if  it  docs 
not  care  to  accept  the  responsibility 
of  taking  action,  it  has  the  recourse 
of  aoundhif  public  opinion  in  a 
plebiscite.

The  best  hope  for  the  Conserva- 
tives of  Hritain  lies  in  the  return  of 
its  ex-Ministers.  The  platform  power 
of  the  party  i*  practically  monopol- 
i/cil  I.\  such  mm  as  Lortl  Flalfiinr, 
Lord  BirkenhcacL  Mr.  Austen^  Chani- 
berlain  and  Sir  Robert  Mofne.  We 
doubt  not  that  it  is  Mr.  Bonar  Law's 
hope  to  inclu<1e  them  in  his  Minis- 
try. With  the  exception  of  the 
Prime  liinistar-  hhnaalf  the  present 
Government  is  not  sufficiently  in 
touch,  with  {he  country.  . 

There  afe  some  tenets  of  the  Ital- 
ian Premier  m  which  sound  wisdom 
is  shown.  "The  Sute,"  says  iiignor 
Mussolini,  "must  renounce  its  econ- 
omic functions,  especially  those  of 
a  monopolistic  character  for  which  it 
cannot  provide.  It  ia  also  my  con- 
viction that  a  Government  which 
wants  clearly  to  uplift  its  own  people 
from  the  ahcir-war  cH*is  mttat  ^ve 

free  play  to  privatr  r  n i r , ,  :  ,se,  Md 
forego  any  measure  of  State  control 
or  State  paternaltate."  It  ia  obvious 
indeed,  to  all  those  who  hive  had  oc- 
casion to  study  the  incidence  of  econ- 
mics  that  those  systems  v. hicli  avoid 
free  initiative  and  individual  impulie 
"fail"  as  Premier  Mussolini  says, 
"more  or  less  piteously  in  a  short 
lapse  of  tiflie."  The  Italian  leader 
has  the  same  vision  as  Mr.  Bonar 
Law  about  the  salv^tiop  of  the 
Economic  outlook. 

No  clergyman  of  modern  times  baa 
exercised  such  a  political  influence  in 
Britain  as  Dean  Inge.

The  Federal  Government  of  Mr.

Its  major- 
ity of  one.,.would  not  maintain  its 
existence  for  a  single  session  of  Par- 
liament but  for  the  tolerance  of ' 
opposition.  The  Progressives  are 
rongest  of  the  two  opposition 
l.aiues,  they  have  just  elected  an- 
other member  by  an  increaacd  major- 
ity, and  in  the  West  *cem  likely  for 
some  time  to  maintain  their  strength. 
They  are  not  strong  enough  to  take 
over  the  task  of  government,  prob- 
ably never  will  be,  but  they  can  prac- 
tically enforce  their  will  in  the 
House,  and  will  continue  to  do  this 
until  the  conditions  bcionic  as  tlicy 
are  in  the  Ontario  Houbc  today.
